As the summer advances It is de- 


sirable to make such changes in the 
table as are demanded by the appetite. 
The heflvy dinners and desserts that 
were greatly enjoyed during the cold 
weather lire now entirely out of place 
atid should be followed by food that 
is less heating, yet not less nourishing. 


Soups of cream instead of meat, 


lighter desserts, less red meats and 
more fish are among the changes tail- 
ed for by Dame Nature herself. 


Bisques of clam, of lobster, of peas, 


asparagus or tomatoes are all delicious 
and quite as nourishing as the heavy 
soups mutto from beef and other meats. 
I1 i.->ii uL'c Xiu\s piuuLifUi iLiiU iil'y inUcii 
less heatinjj than meats, although it is 
not advisable for the meat diet to be 
cut down too rapidly. 


Salads, too, should be served daily, 


arid water cress, dandelion, lettuce and 
other greens may be used for this pur- 
pose. 
All are wholesome, and es- 


pecially so if served with a simple 
French dressing. 


Many housekeepers complain of the 


trouble they have in mixing the French 
dressing. 
Put the ingredients (one 


tablespoonful of vinegar and three 
tablespoonfuls of oil, a saltspoonful 
of salt and a quarter that amount of 
mustard) into a bottle. Cork tightly, 
then shake the bottle vigorously for a 
few minutes and you will have a per- 
fect -emulsion. This is by far the 
easiest way to mix a French dressing. 


The mayonnaise dressing is rather 


more difficult to mix. At least an hour 
before you mix the dressing put into 
the ice chest the small bowl in which 
you wish to mix it, a silver fork, an 
egg and the bottle of oil. If everything 
is not first made icy cold the dressing 
may curdle. Take the yolk of one egg 
and beat it only until it is well broken, 
'then add, drop by drop, the oil, stirring 
rapidly all the time. When the dress- 
ing thickens, the oil may be added 
more rapidly, but it is necessary to 
use care. 
When thick enough add 


some lemon juice or vinegar until the 
dressing is thin enough. It should be 
made thick enough to mask the salad. 
—Table Talk.

which they call kou. The oldest drums 
were of baked clay, with a skin head 
fastened on with nails instead of 
braced cords, which made it impossible 
to tune them as modern drums are 
tuned.' The variations of tone were 
regulated only by the 'force of the blow.

man •whose purse is also slender. A 
writer in the Ladies' World submits 
the following useful suggestions about 
it: 


It is in the making of dainty under- 


wear that handkerchiefs 
are ideal. 


Monograim corset covers, silk corset 
covers and petticoat flounces are 
among the things most commonly made 
in the underwear line. Since the de- 
mand became so great in this direction 
handkerchiefs have been made on pur- 
pose 'for this work with hemstitched 
edges and a row of beading inside. 


A monogram handkerchief waist is 


made of three small hemstitched bor- 
dered handkerchiefs, using two for the 
fronts. and one for the back, curving 
under the armhole to give the proper 
shape. Two inch clover leaf insertion 
was used for joining the handkerchiefs 
under the arm. These handkerchiefs 
are used on the straight instead of bias. 
Beading and lace were used for trim- 
ming, with a white dotted wash rib- 
bon drawn through the former. The 
initial letters of the owner of this 
dainty corset cover are applied on the 
fronts of - the waist. Shape is given 
to the back of the garment by five tiny 
tucks at the waist line. The bottom 
border of one handkerchief was cut 
off and attached to the hemstitched 
edge in front, giving a box plait effect 
and thus closing the waist with a good 
lapping. 


Three men's white hemstitched silk 


handkerchiefs were used to make a 
dainty waist which has the name of 
the owner embroidered on the right 
hand side. These handkerchiefs are 
used on the bias, one point going to 
the center of the back, one to each side 
in front and one to the top in front, 
which is split to the bottom. 
Each 


bias hemstitched edge is joined by 
beading of heavy white crochet silk. 
A row of this beading finishes the side 
of each front. 
The beading is also 


edged with lace. One row of beading

was used for the armhole. Two rows 
were used for finishing the top, and 
through this four strands of white 
wash satin ribbon were drawn. Two 
strands of ribbon were used to run 
through the beading at the waist line. 
The entire garment is feather stitched 
with fine white silk thread. The white 
feather stitching of silk is done all 
around the edge of the garment, includ- 
ing the border of the underarm bead- 
ing. 


Even men's handkerchiefs are brought 


into requisition to fashion kimonos, 
combing jackets and aprons. The par- 
ticular one illustrated is of white silk 
with a red border, and just six hand- 
kerchiefs were used in making it. 


Nor are bandannas to be despised 


for this purpose, although, of course, 
they are much cheaper. Nevertheless 
they are effective. 
Four of the large 


ten cent ones, which come in either red 
or blue, are pretty for combing jackets. 
One handkerchief is used for the 
sleeve, being set in cornerwise and fall- 
ing over the arm gracefully. Less full- 
ness is allowed for the combing jackets 
than the kimonos. 


Two men's handkercl>*.;fs with a 


buff, blue and white border and golden 
brown lines were used for making the 
dainty little apron. Two box plaits, 
with one side plait on each side, fits it 
in at the waist line. One handker- 
chief was split across to the center and 
gathered on for the flounce. 


One man's bordered handkerchief 


was required to make a dusting cap. 
which is a dainty affair in pink and 
white. 


One handkerchief of the right size 


will make two collar and cuff bands, 
or it will make one collar and cuff set 
and a sachet pad. One handkerchief 
will niso make a beautiful stock. Fine 
lawn is used for bands oa the raw 
edges.

JAPANESE PRISON LIFE 


Plain Food and Reasonable La- 


bor For the Prisoners. 


DISCIPLINE IS ENTIEELY MILITAET 


Convict* Are Kot Considered Fallen 


Creatures or Social Outcasts—Every 
Effort Mnde to Elevate the Inmates. 
No Difference Between tue I'rifcoim 
and Hutu of Free Peasant*.

ion: 


That whifh is especially striking at 


first sight in a Japanese prison is that 
there is no diffeieuce between the pris- 
on and the hut of the free peasant, the 
Japanese declaring that if the prison 
were elevated to the le\el of a modern 
penitentiary it would be too attractive 
and \\ould increase crime. 
I'pon ap- 


proaching the prison, in place of high 
and forbidding walls, you see a large 
country house, with, a series of out- 
buildings, the prison itself being com- 
pletely open, while the wooden bars at 
the windows have nothing of the for- 
bidding aspect of our iron gratings. 
The interior of the building is com- 
pletely open, although formerly 
at 


Itchigoi there was a corridor separated 
from the building by a paper wall 
wlieie the guards slept. The food given 
the prisoners is in proportion to their 
conduct and industry, the prisoners 
who do not conduct themselves as they 
should receiving a cake of rice which 
must last for se\en days, while in the 
ease of the orderly prisoners the same 
cake lasts for only four days. 
The 


prisoners who conduct themselves prop- 
erly receive also a little horse meat, 
with potato or pea sauce, with their 
meals. 


The labor in the greatest of the Japa- 


nese prisons, at It'chigoi, is forced, 
but the buildings in which the work is 
performed are clean and perfectly ven- 
tilated, and in fact are model work- 
rooms which to most workmen would 
appear all that could possibly be de- 
sired. 
Some prisoners are employed 


in hard work, such as the thrashing of 
rice in primitive mills, but only the 
most robust are made to perform sucli 
service. 


The hours for the hard labor are 


from seven to eight per day, the less 
strong inmates of the penitentiary be- 
ing employed in weaving clothing for 
the prisoners out of a coarse, rose 
colored linen, while old people and the 
sick are seen on all sides calmly sort- 
ing out various kinds of paper. All of 
the prisoners receive a portion of the 
profit derived from their labor, al- 
though this to a European would not 
be much. 


The discipline which has been estab- 


lished in the various prisons is entire- 
ly military, and it should be stated 
that a prisoner is not considered a 
fallen creature or one to be excluded 
from society because of the fact that 
he has served his time. From a moral 
and material standpoint there is no 
difference between a prisoner and a 
free man. and in the prisons every ef- 
fort is made to elevate the inmates, all 
of the youths less than nineteen years 
of age passing two hours per day at 
school. In many pases prisoners, when 
they have finished their sentences, re- 
main in the prisons as domestic. There 
is also a curious legal provision which 
states that they cau only leave the 
prison when surety is provided by 
parents or friends. Thus it may hap- 
pen that a student of twenty-three 
years of age condemned to the prison 
for sixty days for the theft of a book, 
because of the fact that he lias no one 
to go his security and thus be respon- 
sible for his release, remains buried 
for life in the prison. The idea of the 
law is not unjust, however much it 
may appear so, the purpose of the 
regulation being to assure the prisoner 
a solid base on which to re-enter so- 
ciety. In order to remedy this condi- 
tion little by little there have been 
formed societies which take in hand 
the cases of unprotected prisoners.

LOFTY ROOF GARDENS. 


Feature* of Two For Top of Manlint- 


tnu BridKe Over East River. 


Two small roof gardens, the finest of 


the kind in the world, will crown the 
anchorages 
of the new Manhattan 


bridge o\er the East river at New 
York. 
The plans were designed by 


Richard S. Buck, the consulting eugi- 
ueer of the department of bridges, says 
the New York World. 


The anchorage towers, of which there 


is one on either "shore, do not extend 
above the roadway of the bridge, 
which simply passes along over the 
anchorage towers. The roadway of the 
structure there has been widened about 
six feet on each side, so that the area 
of that part of the roadway over the 
anchorage towers is ~5 teet long by 
175 feet wide. This open space, across 
which the trolley tracks will run, is 
larger in area than any theater in New 
York city. 


A pavilion or colonnade, the stone 


roof of which is to be supported by 
massive stone piilars, is to be built 
along the outer edge of either prome- 
nade, extending two-thirds of the dis- 
tance along the top of the anchorage 
towers. These breeze swept pavilions 
will be 120 feet above the river, direct- 
ly overlooking the water and com- 
manding a panoramic view up and 
down the stream from Long Island 
City to Staten Island and over the en- 
tire boroughs of Brooklyn and Manhat- 
tan. 


The roof of each of the four pa- 


valions, or roof gardens, will be sup- 
ported by six double pillars. There will 
be seats in the pavilions and also am- 
ple room for standing, so that several 
hundred sightseers may be accommo- 
dated in each colonnade. The colon- 
nades will open out on the main bridge 
promenade, and the floor of the colon- 
nade will be on a level with the prom- 
enade. 


The Manhattan bridge, which is to 


extend from Fulton street and Flat- 
bush avenue, Brooklyn, to Canal street, 
in Manhattan, will cost at least $10,- 
000,000 and possibly .$15,000,000. 
It 


will be very wide. The entire struc- 
ture will be elaborately lighted by elec- 
tricity, and the tops of the anchorage 
towers and the colonnades will be so 
illuminated as to present a real fairy- 
laud effect at night. 


GIRL'S UNUSUAL FEAT. 


Sottth Dakota Horsewoman Captured 


Young; Antelope After Long; Chase. 
A Soutli Dakota girl. Miss Lucille 


Wilson, who is at present "roughing 
if on her brother's cattle ranch near 
Hampshire, Wyo., according to letters 
received by relatives living south of 
Sioux Falls, has distinguished herself 
by running down and capturing two 
young antelope, says a Sioux Falls 
dispatch. 


Miss Wilson is a good rider and was 


returning from a long ride to the 
ranch when she espied a herd of about 
fifty antelope feeding in one of the 
"dips" in the prairie. Miss Wilson suc- 
ceeded in riding quite close to them be- 
fore they became aware of her pres- 
ence. The animals took flight imme- 
diately upon catching sight of Miss 
Wilson and htr horse.

beside their mother, and she instantly 
urged her horse forward and gave 
chase. 
The baby antelope, notwith- 


standing their smallness, were remark- 
ably fleet of foot, but the horse Miss 
Wilson was riding was one of the 
swiftest in ti/at part of Wyoming, and 
after an exciting pursuit of nearly four 
miles one of the fawns was overtaken. 


Miss Wilson jumped from her horse,

LETTERS OF RUSSIANS 


Contempt of Czar's Soldiers For 


the Japanese. 
v. ~. 


Too Small to Hake a Good Target, a 


Coxsack "Wrote to His Brother—An- 
other Calls .Mikado's Men 
iRl.v, 


•With Skins Like Leather—Pleasant 


• 
Trip Across Siberia. 


The Russian papers, mea^riy sup- 


plied as they are with war news, have 
one source of information not possessed 
by the English journals—that is, the 
letters from the czar's Tommy At- 
kinses which they continually pub- 
lish, says the London Sphere. 
Ivan 


Ivanovitch, as he is called, is not a 
good correspondent. 


The first thing that strikes the reader 


of the letters published in the Kussian 
papers is Ivan's unbounded—and un- 
founded—contempt for his enemies. 
The "Maka a," as the Japanese are de- 
risively aicknamed, are generally rep- 
resented as undersized dwarfs who 
will certainly run away at the first on- 
set of the burly Muscovites. 


An Ivan named Maikisheff, -writ- 


ing from the Yalu, thus describes his 
enemies to his mother in Tamboff: "I 
•will tell you about the 'Makaki.' We 
see lots of them, prisoners, and they 
all go on to Tomsk. They are ugly 
and have skins like leather and are 
frightfully afraid of our men. One of 
them was a Fravoslavui (Orthodox 
Christian), and our men gave him au 
ikon arid asked what he meant by 
fighting for the heathen, but he could 
not understand. The Japs have no lan- 
guage, but speak like Germans." 


Of the few letters which have so far 


appeared from soldiers who have taken 
part in the fighting the following is 
one of the most interesting. It was 
written by a Cossack in Mistchenko's 
force to his brother: 


"Salutes to you and Agafa. 
You 


have all heard about our fighting here. 
Our captain, Levashin, with twenty of 
our men crossed the river to reconnoi- 
ter 'Makaki' under their general, Ku- 
ruse (?). "We came upon them an hour 
after crossing the river, seven of their 
cavalry on a slope, with a little man 
no bigger than a goat at the head. 
They fired at us, hitting one of our led 
horses, and then made off, we after 
them. When we had covered about a 
raile we saw about thirty of them 
-away on our left, but they did not see 
us. Soon after they divided into two 
parties, and we rode round by 'a hill 
and shot three of them. We heard one 
of them screaming as he fell. When 
we got over the brow of the hill we 
saw a whole crowd of them, with.two 
mountain guns, so we retired. 


'•The Japs climbed the hill and then 


lay down and fired a volley at us with- 
out hitting anything. 
We could see 


their yellow faces plainly. On the way 
back to the river we had some excite- 
ment. We came across another party 
and chased them for two versts. At 
last they got away, but one man could 
not get his horse across a guliy. He 
got down and tried to drag his horse 
over, but the horse fell, and he could 
not get it up. He then ran on foot, but 
one of our men named Mirkoff from 
Bogoroditsa ran after him and spitted 
him through the side. 


"We thought he was dead, but when 


the lance came out of him he turned 
and, putting his rifle right into Mir- 
koff s face, shot him through the head. 
The other Japs got away. Next day 
we covered the same ground, but saw 
not a single Jap. We shall spit a good 
many before we ha.\ e done. The diffi- 
culty is to hit them, they are so smaiy 


Judged by most of the letters the 


journey across Siberia is by no means 
the inferno it has been depicted. 
A 


letter from a private in the Samara 
regiment gives a rosy account of the 
passage: 


"We had a first rate time in the 


train, and you may tell Matvei what 
he missed. Any amount to eat and 
nothing to do except walk up and down 
at the stations. The only things we 
want are matches and books. We were 
kept two days on Lake Baikal, as the 
ice had a crack ten vers^ long in it, 
and our men were set to removing the 
rails on to the safe ice. 


"We played cards in the train all the 


way from the lake to Chita, and Mar- 
koff played tunes to us on the balalai- 
ka (a sort of lute), so it was just like 
home, only no cows to look after. Some 
of our men got sick from being too 
long in the train and were left behind. 
It is not much colder here than in Rus- 
sia. We are not going to Japan after 
all, at any rate at present, as the •Ma- 
kaki' have attacked Port Arthur, and 
we shall be sent on. there."

Independence day 100 years ago 


witnessed the birti' of one of tin- 
greatest of American authors, Nathan- 
iel Hawthorne. The t-\ent took place 
in the historic town of Salem, Mass., 
while the villagers were heralding the 
birthday of the republic, and it is re- 
lated that the Infant's father besought 
his neighbors to make less noise in 
their celebration of ilie ever glorious 
anniversary out of consideration for 
the new baby and its mother. 


The observance by the people of 


Salem of the centennial of Haw- 
thorne's birth calls attention to the 
fact that his place in American liter- 
ature is secure. 
Ho has been dead 


forty years, but he is not forgotten, 
and, while the present generation of 
readers neglects the works of many

writers of his time, his books are read 
and reread and continue to exert a 
healthful and ennobling influence. 


When Nathaniel Hawthorne was a 


boy of sixteen and preparing for col- 
lege he wrote to his mother, '-How 
would yon like some day to see a whole 
shelf full of hook's, written by your 
son, with 'Hawthorne's Works' printed 
on their backs?" Thus at this early 
age the great romance writer of Amer- 
ica predicted his own future. Yet de- 
spite his belief, even as a boy, that he 
was destined to attain literary distinc- 
tion it required a quarter of a century 
of hard work to gain from the general 
public the recognition so well deserved. 
When he was forty-two years old and 
living at Salem he was engaged in 
earning a living through performance 
of the prosaic duties of surveyor of 
the port, his revenue from his writings 
not being at that time sufficient to pay 
the bills of even a, small family like 
his. It would appear that at this time 
the author felt somewhat discouraged, 
for he afterward wrote: "No longer 
seeking or caring that my name should 
be blazened abroad on title pages, I 
smiled to think that it had now anoth- 
er kind of vogue. The custom house 
marker Imprinted it with a stencil and 
black paint on pepper bags, cigar boxes 
and bales of all dutiable merchandise 
in testimony that these commodities 
bad paid the import and gone regular- 
ly through the office. 
Borne on such 


queer vehicles of fame, knowledge of 
my existence, so far as a name con- 
veys it. was carried where it had never 
seen before." 


But the name of Hawthorne wns not 


to be handed down to posterity simply 
ns that of a custom house officer of the 
old town where witches once held 
sway. Even while sitting at the old 
line desk in the Halem custom house 
and attending to the stenciling of cigar 
boxes and pepper bags Hawthorne had 
been at work at odd times on the story 
which did most to win him a wide rep- 
utation/'The Scarlet Letter." A change

The wife seek- 
er, should he be diplomatic enough, has 
meantime carried a larger bribe to the 
lamas, who "bleed" both father and 
suitor to the limit of safety, when the 
decision of the deities is given.

plied with meat and other luxuries and 
must be on his guard against rival 
suitors. 
At the end of a month the 


chosen one is invited to a grand feast 
by the father of the girl, where the 
betrothal is sealed by each cutting a 
small incision in the arm and mingling 
the blood flowing from the wound. 
This function of blood brotherhood 
having been 
finished, 
the

brought forward, smeared with grease 
and various colored pigments, adorned 
in all her finery and with a rope tied 
around her neck as a badge of subserv- 
ience.

shrewdest bargaining, the'father dilat- 
ing on the good points of the girl much 
in the manner that a connoisseur of 
blooded stock would expound the good 
points of an animal, while the suitor, 
having calculated how many cattle he 
is willing to give, strives to secure her 
at the lowest possible price.

wishes of the woman nre never con- 
sulted, but the bargaining goes on for 
days and even weeks until a final set- 
tlement has boon arrived at.

State Board of Health at Cleveland, 
and presented to tfeat body the plans 
and specifications that had been pre- 
pared for Newark's proposed new waf- 
er system. 'Ihe foregoing notice show- 
ing that the state board has accepted 
the plans, clears the way for further 
action on the part of the city.
